COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1955 . 
Work  under  the  Housing  Act  culminated  in  five  small 
Clearance  Areas  being  confirmed  and  the  demolition  of  some 
of  the  houses  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Statutory  action  had  to  be  taken  against  a firm  because 
of  a nuisance  from  smoke  and  grit  from  the  two  boiler 
chimneys,  which  resulted  in  a great  improvement,  but  observa- 
tions are  still  being  maintained. 

Owing  to  my  long  absence  because  of  illness,  much  work 
had  to  be  left  undone,  particularly  sampling,  food  shops  and 
premises,  and  routine  visits. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for  their 
work  during  the  year,  to  Dr.  Ferguson  for  his  kindnesss  and 
help,  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  valuable  support  during  this  period.

This  work  is  carried  out  only  as  a last  resort  and  tenders 
were  obtained  for  repair  work  on  four  properties  at  a total 
cost  of  .£108  8s.  Od. 
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Property  Repairs 

Many  materials  are  easier  to  obtain,  but  the  costs  have  a 
tendency  to  increase.  The  main  trouble  at  the  moment  is 
labour,  and  many  jobs  are  held  up  for  this  reason.  Only 
recently  workmen  refused  to  leave  work  on  new  buildings  to 
do  jobbing  work,  and  this  is  a common  experience. 


Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act  1954,  Section  26 

Thirty-three  applications  were  made  by  tenants  foi 
Certificates  of  Disrepair.  After  inspection  twenty-six  certi- 
ficates w'ere  granted  and  seven  applications  refused. 

Nine  applications  were  made  for  revocation  certificates, 
seven  were  granted,  and  two  refused,  but  these  two  were 
granted  at  a later  date  after  further  work  had  been  done. 


PROSECUTIONS 

Byelaws  with  respect  to  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds  and  Similar 
Structures 

Fourteen  persons  were  prosecuted  under  these  byelaws 
on  twenty-seven  charges.  One  case  was  dismissed,  but  the 
others  were  fined  £1  on  each  charge. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

With  the  exception  of  ten  houses  on  shallow  wells  and 
four  on  boreholes,  all  were  on  the  public  supply,  sixteen  of 
these  were  served  by  standpipes. 

Six  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis.  Two, 
from  the  public  supply,  were  moderately  hard,  free  from 
metallic  contamination,  and  showed  no  solvent  action  on  lead. 
Two  were  from  shallow  wells  and  both  were  very  hard,  one 
was  slightly  acid.  Two  were  from  boreholes,  and  one  con- 
tained excessive  amounts  of  iron.  All  were  of  good  organic 
purity. 

No  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test. 


Closet  Accommodation 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewers  are  on  the  water 
carriage  system.  There  are  eight  privies  and  twenty-five  pail 
closets,  all  a long  way  from  the  sewer. 


Cleansing  of  Drains 

The  arrangements  for  clearing  choked  drains  continue 
and  such  nuisances  are  rapidly  abated. 
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Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme 

The  rate-borne  scheme  for  the  removal  of  dustbins  is 
now  working  well,  and  1,045  dustbins  were  supplied  during 
the  year. 

Flooding 

There  was  no  threat  of  flooding.  The  internal  surface 
water  drainage  system  has  kept  the  district  dry,  and  the  river 
never  reached  danger  level.

These  infestations  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  and 
Gammexane  in  both  powder  and  liquid  form  according  to 
type  of  vermin.  Liquid  D.D.T.  was  used  in  some  food- 
preparing places  and  slaughterhouses,  and  some  food  shops 
used  electric  vapourisers  to  eliminate  the  fly  nuisance.  These 
varied  types  of  treatment  showed  good  results. 

Rodent  Control 

Modern  methods  of  control  have  meant  that  preventative 
measures  could  be  taken  at  places  which  have  been  notorious 
as  rat  harbours. 

It  is  surprising  how  soon  there  can  be  a build-up  of  rats 
at  such  places  and  constant  attention  is  necessary/  to  keep  them 
down,  the  winter  period  is  usually  a busy  time  for  this  work. 
The  number  of  bodies  found  is  no  indication  of  the  total  kill, 
as  many/  bodies  are  found  afterwards  upon  removal  of  stores 
and  rubbish.

Smoke  Observations 

Seven  observations  were  taken  of  the  chimneys  of  the 
South  Yorkshire  Woodworking  Co.  These  chimneys  did  not 
show  excessive  amounts  of  black  smoke,  but  the  nuisance  con- 
sisted of  the  emission  of  partially  burnt  sawdust  and  wood 
chippings  which  settled  on  everything  and  caused  immense 
labour  for  housewives  in  the  vicinity.  Everything  was  made 
filthy — washing,  babies  in  prams,  house  interiors,  footpaths 
and  roads.  Statutory  action  was  taken  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  and  final  inspections  have  not  yet  been  made. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  colliery 
chimney  kept  up  its  record  of  little  or  no  smoke  during  the 
year. 

Burning  Colliery  Tip 

The  tip  has  been  a nuisance  throughout  the  year  and  at 
times  it  has  been  very  offensive.  Water  sprays  have  been 
in  use  and  the  quantity  of  water  increased,  tipping  on  alternate 
sites  has  also  been  carried  out  with  very  little  lasting  effect. 
The  tip  was  being  extended  and  the  old  parts  were  being  left 
alone,  so  there  may  be  some  mitigation  of  the  nuisance. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

There  were  nine  sites  containing  thirty-six  vans  for  which 
licences  were  issued,  and  all  complied  with  the  Council’s 
requirements. 

Wandering  van  dwellers  have  been  a thorough  pest, 
prosecutions,  impounding  of  the  horses,  and  other  actions  have 
not  had  the  desired  effect,  and  a more  stringent  method  of 
dealing  with  (hem  is  necessary.

The  bone  boiling  business  has  caused  a nuisance  from 
offensive  smells  at  intervals,  mainly  due  to  carelessness  and 
lack  of  supervision  at  the  cookers.  The  technical  facilities  are 
satisfactory,  but  the  use  of  them  has  been  faulty.  The  owner 
was  called  before  the  Council,  and  he  gave  an  assurance  that 
there  would  be  little  if  any  trouble  in  the  future.

HOUSING  ACTS  1936-1954— CLEARANCE  AREAS 

The  plans  and  maps  of  clearance  areas  commenced  in 
1954  were  completed  early  in  the  year  and  were  put  into 
operation.  There  were  five  areas  containing  twenty-one 
houses  for  which  clearance  orders  were  made,  appeals  against 
the  orders  were  made  by  three  owners,  but  one  appeal  was 
withdrawn.  All  the  orders  were  confirmed  after  the  inquiry' 
and  ten  families  were  rehoused  before  the  year  end.  A 
provisional  selection  of  houses  for  the  continuance  of  this 
work  has  been  made  already.
